1. It Is extremely Important tl^At onr policy tIs a trls 
ZIPPER'S role In Intelligence aetlviltleB In the' event of var - 
be crystal clear and not snbject to divergent Interpretations 
In Washington and Snrope . There Is considerable evidence that 
this clarity of understanding has not been achieved*. Since ve 
are engaged In an extensive program directly related ^to this 
problem end because a tremendous amount 6t detailed planning 
and preparatory actions to support wartime activities of ZIPPER 
are entailed, It Is Imperative that our position on this matter 
be re>examlned and that any existing confusions be clarified. 

2. The ZIPPER Position. ' • 

a. ZIPPER'S E-Plan envisages the e^sc^tlon of 1500-

east of the Rhine have been and are being completed. 

b. The Integrity of ZIPPER would be retained; it 
would hope to gain strength by affiliating Itself, for propa- 
ganda purposes, with whatever eissrges as. a German Government 
in Exile. 

c. ZIPPER wotdd be completely sutjprdlnated to the 
American or Allied intelligence structure that would exist under 
thes.e circumstances. All preparations and plans for such an 
eventuality are made in closest cooperation with the tIB staff. 
ZIPPER recognizes the fact that Its present B-Plan is subject 

to rather radical changes by either SHAPE directives or the - 
tactical and political situation that might exist at the time 
of implementation of their plan. However^ they feel that it la 
better to have a carefully made plan from which deviations can 
be made than to have none at all, or to wait for the SHAPE picture 
to clarify. We on the ITS Staff with ZIPPER enthusiastically 
share this view. 
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d. ZIPPER Is In complete agreement that the necessary 
[files (signal plans, ciphers, operating Instructions, rosters, 

etc.) to estahlish p ZIPPER Headquarters and Base Station at any 
point where it may he necessary should be in safe storage in US 
hands. They have never accepted the fact that construction of 
I elgnel plans and the training of ZIPPER W/T agents should he 
'directed towards facilitating communication with an American 
base station manned exclusively by American personnel. See 
MGU-5088 and 6574-, subject "Signal Plans". 

e. A ZIPPER outside base station, staffed with a 
skeletal crew and capable of immediate expansion to meet ZIPPER 
base station requirements in time of tension or upon the outbreak 
lof war by priority evacuation of 45 available ZIPPER operators 

ito the base station area, is the optinran ZIPPER aim. The minimum 
ZIPPER aim is an alternate US developed and controlled base sta-> 
ftion with an adequate number of operating positions to be manned 
I by ZIPPER operators to be evacuated from Germany in time of * 
Ifension or upon the outbreak of war.

b. We have not previously, among POB, Karlsruhe and 
Washington, discussed in terms of policy many or the broader 
aspects of the German position. 

4. During the first half of 1951, IIHBHpHHHl, the 
POB Communications Officer, has been reporting nis continuing 
efforts to have ZIPPER modify its signal plans and procedures 
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! sufficiently to permit the emergency use of anBflpfbase, if 

' necessary. Considerable progress has been made, however) we 

are not optimistic that this progress In getting ZIPPBB to modify 
Its plans Is sufficiently fast to ensure, within a reasonable 
time, that satisfactory communications could be established and 
maintained between an American controlled and operated base 
station (perhaps heavily loaded with other commitments) and 
ZIPPER trained W/T agents in- the field. Frankly, we believe 

I that the existing well-trained 45-55 ZIPPER base station operators 
should be assigned the task of providing communications to ZIPPER 
agents. More Important, ZIPPER has not accepted the principle 
that they are recruiting and training TT/T and ageh’t teams to be 
Individually Integrated Into the U.S. Intelligence effort in time 
of war. ZIPPER Is obviously holding out for the minimum solu- 
tion - l.e., a packet of ZIPPER Communications Staff going Into 
action In an American controlled base station to work ZIPPER 
agents. Thus far we have not taken a flat and unalterable posi- 
tion with ZIPPER on this matter simply because It is not entirely 
clear In our own minds that the basic policy laid down In WASHA-27734 
Indicates that we should. However, this unresolved Issue Is now 
handicapping our efforts to proceed effectively with vital planning 
and preparations, and the time has come to hold forthright dis- 
cussions with ZIrPER on the entire SATURN program. 

5. In summary, within the limits of the U.S. and German 
positions, we appear to have several possible solutions; they aret 

a. To assist ZIPPER In the development of an adequate 
j outside base station of their own: to base the alternate plan 

. . vr.- ( on the use of an American controlled and American operated base 

station with U.S. operators contacting ZIPPER W/T agents. 

b. To assist ZIPPER In the development of an adequate 
outside base station of their own; to base the alteriuite plan 
on the use of Individual ZIPPER operators In a US controlled and 
operated base. 




c. To assist ZIPPER In the development of an adequate 
outside base station of their own; to base the alternate plan on 
the use of a packet of ZIPPER operators and cosummlcatlon staff 
members In a US controlled base. (Preferably separated physically 
from any other U.S. base station.) 

d. To assist ZIPPER In the development of a base station 
(08U0SI8) capable of handling only limited training and testing 

r F-Eet traffic and to base all wartime plans on the use of an 
I American controlled base station staffed with only adequate ZIPPER 
' communication personnel to meet existing ZIPPER requirements. 



6. Solution "A" above would appear to be closest to the 
stated U.S. position. Solution "b” would be consistent with 
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I WASHA-27784, if we interpret the presence of ZIPPER operators 

in an American station under these cirotuastances to be "in 
American interest". If we take the position of either "a" or 
"b" above, it will be contested b7 ZIPPER. Solution "c" is 
obviously the ZIPPER solution. If we reject it we should deter- 
mine beforehand on what basis we wish to reject it. la it be- 
cause we do not agree with the basic ZIPPER concept of retaining 
their organiEstional integrity under. these clrcumstancesf Is 
it because of the difficulties we envisage they will encounter 
In attempting to develop a 10-position base station in OSMOSIS? 

Is it because of our own security considerations at US controlled 
and operated base stations? Solution "d" could be stated in 
several variations - for example, in terms of an inadequate 
OSMOSIS station and the alternate solutions of "a", "b", or "c". 
However, it is felt that the various aspects of this problem 
have been adequately presented. 

7* 1 feel that we should determine the limits of the posi- 

tion that we are willing to discuss with ZIPPER and then initiate 
here in Pullach discussion designed to clarify and resolve,'^ once 
and for all. the misunderstanding and outright differences that 
cloud all 01 our present planning in this field. 

8. A year from now we expect to have trained and prepared 
to operate approximately 60 WT agents. At present we have 

21 trained W/T F-Het operators; 27 in training. This does not 
include ^l/t agents in the Sovzone or Satellite areas who are being 
inteerated gradually into our SATURN plans. See MQLA-6124, 6434, 
and 6701. Although we know that a number of them would not sur- 
K., . V. . .-..vive, we feel that we must plan on a v^ba8e station with approxi- 

mately 10 operating positions. 

9. In general, the entire SATURN program is progressing 

satisfactorily. The burial program is underway. We believe the 
technical problems have been solved. HHBB and ■■■HI are 
Currently in Berlin observing burials in that area. We are 
planning several CPX pr oblems during the summer to cheek our 
E-Plan communioatlons. handling this entire 

matter .most effectively. 





10. A matter of real concern to us Is the fact that we have 
been almost completely unsuccessful in obtaining Army agreement 
to plan for logistical or administrative support of oiir evacua- 
tion and subsequent operational plans for ZIPPER. We have lowest 
priority for road space in the evacuation. We are being promised 
no trucks. A check with Lt. Col. Leffers, formerly with us and 
now with the EUCOM Detachment in France and responsible for setting 
up supplies for a possible evacuation to France of EUCOM units 
(including the Munich Post personnel) , reveals the fact that no 
consideration is being given to supporting any non-U. S. personnel, 
and specifically ZIPPER, in France. Equally serious, all reserve 
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officers on the FOB staff have mobilization assignments to EUCOM 
units. Reliance on their avallabllit 7 is part of our evacuation 
and subsequent operational planning. Furthermore, if oxtr plans 
■are to uork at all, a rather substantial air movement of key 
[personnel vould be in order. Insofar as ve knov, no realistic 
approach to this problem has been made. These are. all problems 
vhlch mill require effective staff vork and workable liaison 
at the EUCOM and SHAPE levels. We are thoroughly aware of the 
fact that COS in Karlsruhe is at present without a staff to 
handle these problems. However, they are problems which must be 
considered and resolved if we are to approach seriously the 
entire problem of Post-Outbreak-of -War-Operations. . 



11* Finally, I urge that the ZIPPER F-Net program not .be 
considered out of context. It is part and parcel of an extensive 
program to leave us with a producing intelligence organization 
immediately after the outbreak of a war in Europe* Burials; 
selection of potential drop areas; preparation of detailed maps, 
sketches of photographs of selected drop areas; selection of 
safe-houses; selection of agents who by their occupation would 
probably become not only observers but also actual penetrations 
agents of agencies of a Soviet occupier; a highly selective 
program of recruitment of possible drop agents; the evacuation 
plan; the base station aiid the entire F-Ret and relation 
communications plans are all designed to emerge as a single plan ' 
for the collection of ■information * 



12* We recommend that ZIPPER be encouraged and assisted in 
..the ..•.establishment of the primary Base Station in OSMOSIS; that 
an alternate station in the Mediterranean area be planned; that 
at a minimum the alternate station be packaged ready for quick 
installation and that, within the framework of our. SATURN effort 
plans be made to transfer communication and operational personne 
to OSMOSIS or the alternate Base Station* If and when the status 
of OSMOSIS within the NATO framework is clarified, the OSMOSIS base 
station should be reexamined to determine the desirability and 
feasibility of establishing a greater degree of direct American 
control, more consistent with the US->ZIPPER relationship* . This 
is essentially the recommendation in Para* 5 e* above and will, 
we feel, ensure the most effective utilization of ZIPPER under 
the conoitlons that could be expected to exist* 




13* The Outside Base Station is now being shipped equipment 
by ZIPPER* Many items, including receivers, required for the 
station exist in ZIPPER stocks or can be proouredlooal^* How- 
ever, suitable transmitters are not available* 
dioaied that the Halllcrafters type ET-4-G (stocked by Commo 
Division) transmitter would be ideal. A sea shipment containing 
eight of this type is requested; priority handling is desirable* 
The type and quantity of this shipment indicate our intention of 
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going ahead with out material support of ZIPPER to achieve their 
optimum aim (Para 2 e, above). UTILITY'S visit to OSMOSIS and 
the continuing efforts of bis staff responsible for this program 
seemed to have paved the way for continuing the development of 
the base station.

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1. We submit that the €mi definitions are not adeq[uate for our purposes. 

There are basically two problems involved: one of terminology and one of the 

delimitation of activities between ZIPPER and the BfV in the ''Cl*' (US termi- 
nology) field . 

2. Terminology . Recent discussions with ZIPPER concerning the "modem F-Dienst" 
(a proposal i-dilch wouM amalgamate counter-espionage (CE) and political intelli- 
gence into an inseparable definitional entity — rejected immediately by POB and 
cos) have convinced us of the value. Indeed of the necessity for adhering to the 
classical definitions in the Cl field. 



^ We agree with par. 2, ref. (l), in. rejecting, as confusing indeed, the 

HBMH use of "CE" in the dual role of whole and part both. Cl ver- 
sion (MGKA - 35039 ) of the definitions sets up an " Intelligence " organiza- 

tion, which collects " information " from overt sources and highly secret "intelli- 
gence" (i.e, information) th^t can be obtained only by clandestine operations, 
l.e- " espionage " . Against this intelligence organization is ranged the " counter - 
espionage " machine, according to C, -U (W® believe that the correct label 
for the macl^e countering the Intelligence organization should be " counter- 
intelligence " (Cl)). This countering machine had defensive functions of ^secur - 
ity " (internal & civil) and aggressive functions of (pure) counter-espionage. 

POB Comment ; We believe that CE should be narrowly construed as a 
part of Cl and not used as a term denoting both pure CE and pure 
CE plus security. 

b. ZIPPER uses the old Abwehr numerical designation "III" to denote overall 
counter-intelligence; oe yet ZIPPER has been unable to come up with a fitting 
term in words. The best word probably would be "Abwehr", but it has acquired 
an entirely different meaning, At any rate, ZIPPER Includes as subdivisions of 
"III'*: 

( 1 ) "Sicherheit" : internal security (formerly bearing Abwehr designa- 

tions III-H, III-L, III-M and III-N) and counter-sabotage (formerly III-Wl) and 
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also security Investigations as conducted by the 

(2) *' GegenBpionage ^' (formerly III-F): 

(3) " Ermlttlungsdiensf * (formerly III "civil security"): counter - 

subversion (CS )^ l.e. counter-action aimed at groups and persons not necesBarily 
engaging in espionage (i.e. not pure CE), such as the Connnunist Party and extrem* 
rightist organizations which might subvert the form of government by unconstitu- 
tional means, 

c. POB agrees with par, 3 ^ ref, (l), in using Cl as the overall term. In- 
cluded within Cl are defensive and eggreseive divisions. Within the defensive 
division, security , are these eubdivialons: internal security and civil securl 

Within the "aggressive Cl" division (for which we have no shorter specific title 
we include CE (as defined In the last sub-paragraph of par. 3; ref. (l)). How- 
ever we believe that the preceding paragraph of reference Includes an additional 
element of aggressive Cl, l.e. counter-subversion (CS), not mentioned therein. 
The third line of that paragraph ^ould read "or persons engaged in clandestine 
intelligence or other activities detrimental to the. . CE is the action de- 

signed to negate clandestine intelligence, i.e. espionage, while CS pirns at 
countering non-espionage ("other") activities. Thus, we use CS as a term to ap 
ply, for exanple, to observation and penetration of the Coraraunist party, which 
does not necessarily have anything to do with CE, though it does fall within the 
field of "agressive Cl". In addition, ve consider counter - sabotage another sub- 
division of "aggressive Cl". 

NOTE: The division between CE and the other components of Cl has more 

than theoretical value; it serves the utilitarian purpose of drawing 
a clear line between Dyclean*s exclusive charter in the external CE 
field and those of other agencies in the Cl field, such as Pymacaco and Dymacule, 
Such a clear distinction is useful to ell concerned and is the reaile- 
tlo means of avoiding inter-agency squabbling. Admittedly, there are 
lapses and overlaps, but, although these are winked at, the charters 
are clear. There is, unfortunately, no such clear delineation between 
ZIPPER and the BfV, 

3 , The Cl Roles of ZIPPER and the BfV . It would be easy to theorize, on the 
normative level, that ZIPPER should coirfine itself to CE and that the BfV 
should confine Itself to the remainder of the Cl field in western Germany. The 
actualities are more complicated. 

a. The internal ^ security of ZIPPER is exclusively ZIPPER'S concern at the 
present; likewise, ZIPPER'S role in internal secxirlty is confined to ZIPPER. 

NOTE: UTILITY, over the past 3 years, has maintained the position 

that he considers the BfV the agency to han^e internal security mat- 
ters, to include even baclcgroimd Investigations for security oleoronce 
of prospective OIS enq)loyeea. However, we doubt that he would agree, 
at present, to having the BfV, headed by Otto JOHN (considered a BIS 
agent by ZIPPER), 

ZIPPER eu^loyees. 



conduct Investigations of present or prospective 
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FOB Comment : ZIPPER should handle Its own internal security^ includ- 

ing security clearances. 

b. The civil security controls mentioned in par. 3 ., ref. (l), are clear- 
ly not within the ZIPPER province but a matter for the BfV, as the vest German 
security agency working in conjunction vlth the LfVs and law enforcement 
agencies, such as police, customs and border guards. * 
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c. zipper's view has been that counter - espionage , both outside and within 
western Germany, should be the exclusive domain | among German services) of 
ZIPPER. According to the ZIPPER version (oral) of the ZIPPER -BfV protocol, 
which has been laying on Minister LEHR'S desk for 8 months, it was agreed be- 
tween ZIPPER and the BfV that all CE cases coming to the attention of the BfV 
would be passed to ZIPPER, l.e. the BfV acceded to ZIPPER'S view. Though both 
JOHN and UTILITY have made official statements to the effect that the arrange- 
ment between ZIPPER and the BfV is satisfactory, ZIPPER states, off the record, 
that the sitixation between ZIPPER and the BfV Is deplorable; cooperation Is al- 
most non-existent: ZIPPER provides the BfV with CE and counter-subversive Infor- 

mation and gets almost nothing in return. The BfV has not observed its agree- 
ment to turn over CE cases to ZIPPER; Instead, BfV has been running CE cases and 
not passing the CE information to ZIPPER. 

NOTE; GLOBKE, discussing the VS-ZIPPER relationship with HHBB and 
IHHIfin Bonn, did not appear to be ^ulte in agreement with ZIPPER* a 
proposition that ZIPPER should have exclusive responsibility for the 
conduct of CE cases within western Germany. GLOBKE also described 
the East -West Germany situation as sufficiently unusual to weurant 
a deviation from any classical concept of clear-cut delineation of 
**CI-CE” functions. He specifically stated that he foresaw the GIS 
playing the primary CE role; however, the BfV would not he excluded 
from the field. 



POB Comment ; A single and centralized agency should have exclusive 
responsibility for counter -e;Q)lonage; this shotild be the GIS. However 
both the BfV and ZIPPER are in the CE field now, as competitors, and 
both can be e3Q>ected to remain so for some time. There is also a 
good possibility that the various LfVs will occasionally try to play 
the game Independently too . 

d. The counter-eubversive field la the most confused of all. Ideally, 
this would be the exclusive domain of the BfV, which would pass all CE leads to 
ZIPPER, as well as the background type information necessary for the planning of 
CE operations* This has not happened; the BfV has not provided ZIPPER with 
required information; consequently, ZIPPER has engaged in OS work, is continuing 
to do so and expects to have to keep bn doing so for quite a while. The ZIPPER 
Cl/CE budget for the FY 1952- *53 is based on the aasvm^ption that the relationship 
with the BfV will continue bad; that ZIPPER must continue to play a role in the 
C9 field in western Germany, because the BfV will not meet its requirements; 
that ZIPPER *8 Investigative and surveillance facilities must be e3q>anded because 
reasonable service is not forthcoming from the BfV. 
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4.- We must face the fact that there Is no really clear-cut delimitation 
betveen ZIPPER and the BfV within the offensive Cl field; both engage in CE 
and CS work independently. We doubt if any substantial change will be effected 
by altering US terminology or by adopting British terminology, which we con- 
sider confusing.

GENERAL DISCUSSION 



It muat be understood that one cannot get a complete impression through 
purely statistical, evaluation* It is felt that in order to strike a ' 
balance, the increased difficulties for intelligence work in all Satellite 
States during 1952 should be taken into consideration* 50/S ie therefore 
of the opinion that these difficulties should be pointed out again, in 
detail, as follows: 



(A) Inteil.igence against POLAIR) was made difficult chiefly through 3 
measures taj^en by the Poles: stricter border-controls; changes In 
documentation; political developments within Poland. 



(l ) Incr eased bor der co ntr ols : 



The frontier between the Sovzone and Poland was definitely closed 
in the Weisse area through barbed-wire entanglements and watch- 
to^-rers* To cross the border in that area is extremely rislcy and 
can only he undertalcen by a very courageous and daring individual* 
The Oder -frontier is not closed in all places by barbed-wire en- 
tangl€m\ent8, but does have watch-tovrers and regular patrols* The 
natiu'aJ, obstacle of the Oder River and the marshy region around 
the lower river require a well-fimctioning ferrying point, if 
possible, by Oder-fishermen for any crossing. The fact that fish- 
ing at night-time was prohibited is also a great handicap f or in- 
telligence activities* The frontier section west of Stettin is 
made secure by strong barbed-wire entanglements. The coast of 
the Baltic is g\uirded by patrols, chiefly on horseback. Watch- 
tov/ers and beacon lights make any sea-landing wel3.-nigh impossible. 
Regulations with regard to residence or travel in the frontier 
areas and in the coastal districts ore stricter than ever. CroBsing 
the 20 km x^ride border zone is only possib].e at night-time* The 
frontier guards on the Sovzone side were not noticeably increased. 

On the Neisse-side Soviet jet patrols were also ascertained. 



(2) Bocumentation ? 

The changes in documentation in early summer 1952 made all agent 
activities in Poland impossible for about 3 months as our previous 
documents vrere no longer valid due to the new stamps on the Polish 
registration cards in May. New documents could not be made out 
before sufficient material was available. In the meantime a new 
identity card is being issued with the resi\lt that it is once moi’e 
impossible to send agents out before this new document has been 
. procured. 

(3) Inner-Polit i cal devolonmen ts; 

Through new elections, the acceptance of a ne\^ constitution and 
the formation of a government modelled after the Soviet pattern the 
Satel.lite structiu'c of Poland has become even stronger. The Soviet 
infliience is growing. An attitude of resignation is easily tinder- 
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standahle in view of the Polish character which although' easily in- 
flanimable for a new idea is also inclined to drop this idea immediately 
when difficulties appear. For the past 8 years there has been hope 
for an' intervention by the V/estem powers; althoi\gh the Soviet pro- 
paganda line of hatred always talks about the "imperialistic" war ofi 
the Western powers against the Soviet Union and the Satellites, the 
hope for an early liberation is diminishing. The strong decline of 
the economic situation, especially the scarcity of foodstuff end the 
rising prices strongly oppress the population. The struggle for their 
daily bread keeps the people busy from morning till night j there is 
hardly any room or time for other thoughts. There is also less read- 
iness for intelligence co-operation due to this poor economic situation. 
Furthermore the efforts of the secret police to establish a spiy-syateni 
after the Soviet pattern makes fast progress. Confidence In other 
persons even in one's ovm family or among colleagues is shaken. What 
is more, repeated appeals to all parts of the popiflation are being 
issued warning them against supporting the espionage of the W^st in 
any way. The rigged spy-trials also intimidate the population. The 
last trial in Cracow in which, for rather scanty reasons, 7 members 
of the Polish Roman Catholic hieraol^ were sentenced, 3 of them even 
to death, will also have the effect of a strong shock on the people. 

( 4 ) Recridting of agents : 

The strictness of the border controls allov; flight from Poland .to the 
Wqst only on the part of yonng and strong persons. The majority of 
refugees arriving in the West are young men txy^ing to get away from 
military service. Back in Poland, on the other hand, they have ho 
connections to interesting IS circles so that only in a feM cases is 
employment of such persons worthwhile. Persons having left Poland 
before 1950 cannot be used either as, In the meantime, conditions have 
changed in Poland to such an extent that they cannot move about with- 
out attracting attention. 

(B) In the CSR also, technical and psychological measures of all Iclnds make 
all illegal, border cro^jsings extremely risky. The CSR blocks itself off 
particularly against the German Federal. Republic. ' 



( 1 ) Technical difficulties ; 



(a) Frontier CSE /German Fed e ral. Republic ; 

Barbed-wir© entanglements begun in 1951 were completed in the 
coiurse of 1952j all gaps still, existing in the difficult area 
of the Bohemian forest were closed. The barbed-wire entangle- 
ments were effectively improved by up-ended railroad traclcs, 
electric alann systems, the mining of favorable crossing points, 
cvitting straight narrov? paths in dense parts of the woods, in- 
creasing frontier guards and the number of watchdogs, equipping 
of watchtovers with telephones. The frontier district itself 
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Kas subdivided into two restricted areas; one a dead zone 
which was completely evacuated and v/hich. nobody is permitted 
to enter, the other a zone whose inhabitants were politically 
screened and one which may only be entered with special permits •

Cb) ' Fron tie r CSRTbPR ; 



The Western part of the C3R/DDR frontier almost as far as 
Komotau is a restricted area due to its being a uranium mining 
district* The patrol meesui’es in- connection with the very in- 
tensive observation of large contingents of ' convicts (slave 
labor in mines) are so stringent that in that area no border- 
crossing operations can be planned. There were a few border- 
crossing points near Zinnwald, in the area of the Tetschner 
mountain, in the "Boehmisch-Saechsische Schweiz", in the Rumburg 
corner and in the area of the Lausitz mountains near Zittau. 

The possibilities in these places were used, as far as possible, 
by ferryjng-type operations planned from Berlin. However, wijbh 
the security situation in the DPR becoming more and more criti- 
cal and x-d.th the in erasing patrol activities since tha middle 
of 1952 aD.ong the above-mentioned border, opportunities nere 
also are being reduced. Although there are barbed-vrire en- 
tanglements and RlUtrack obstacles only in parts of this border 
section, it is now a closely guarded area where the patrols 
fire at intruders without previous warning. 

(c) Frontier CSR/Austria ; 

Knowing that a secure protection against “enemy” agents will 
only be possible when the whole border of the country Is her- 
metically closed, Czechoslovakia has now started to fortify 
the C8R/Austria border in the same manner as the border of the 
Federal Rep\iblic. In the second half of 1952 the technical 
fortification of the Austrian frontier made fast progress due 
to increased working creirs. The spots not yet quite closed 
by winter 1952/53 will be wired and ©quipped with security In- 
stallations by Spring 53 • There will be up-ended railroad 
tracks, trip wires with signal releases, Increased patrols etc. 
There will also be the doubl e frontier zene in which complete 
villages situated 3n the direct vicinity of the frontier will 
have to be evacuated. 

( 2 ). Technical-nsvchological difficulties : • 

The technical security of the frontier achieved by the measures as 
indicated above has also strong psychological consequences. The 
border population on the Czech side is hard3.y interested in the 
obstacles, the hermetical sealing-off against the outside world is 
no surprise and has to be accepted as long as the individual is not 
directly concerned. “IBie effects of the restricted Zone II in vrlidch 
people laro still living, bgt only under restricted conditions, are 
different. Their freedom tonove about is li3nited, living in this 
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?5one ia suloject to a special stamp’ in the identity card or a 
special permit, registration regul.atione are extremely strict and 
spying by party officials intensive. Everything is done to in- 
timidate the people living in that zone and to exert psychologies}! 
pressui'e on them with the aim of pimishing the smallest offence 
with the loss of freedom or life* The people living in tliat zone 
will give no support to transient agents, on the contrary they will 
do everything to denounce agents to the authorities merely because' 
of the fact that such knowledge if unreported malces them liable to 
severest punishment. 

( 3 ) Psychol ogical dlffictdtieg : 

There are also the purely psychological difficulties which are the 
result of Qvtificially created totalitarian atmosphere in the country. 
This atmosphere is to a large extent determined by the regular rigged 
Spy-trials. It is also an atmosphere of fear, the feeling in each 
and eveiy inhabitant of being spied upon and observed by un!cno\/n 
third parties everyii^liere. An atmosphere such as this in which every 
aspect of private life is under constant control and in which 
nothing exists which is uix^oioim to the state, is extremely unfavor- 
able and unsuitable for conspiratorial work directed against the 
regime. Furthermore there are recurrent "disappearances” ; es^onenta 
of essential enterprises who might co-operate or who are almost re- 
cruited or already worldng for us will disappear usually after some 
weeks, sometimes after a few months or in the best of oases after a 
year or so with the resiilt that their une3^1alnable disappearance 
makes the fueling of Ineecurity even greater. A typical eocangple 
of such a constellation is the SLANSICY-CLEKIENTIS trial which by 
one stroke did not only remove several men tindoubtedly conspiring 
with the West but also determined the liquidation of many men who 
did not appear to be 100$ safe to the regime, by the announcement 
of several additional connected trials. 



Xc) Intelligence egainst Hungary and the Balkans encoimters the same diffi- 
culties as the work against Poland and CSR. Intelligence against the Balkan 
states is even, more difficult as they are not direct neighbours of the 
Federal Republic or Austria which means that agents have to be ferried via 
Ifungary or Yugoslavia as well as necessitating the maintenance of complicated 
courier channels* 

2.) D iffloulties In the F ederal area . Berlin an d A ustria ‘ 



Another ‘obstacle to the recruiting of co-workers for strategical intelligence 
is the fact that besides the German IS ntqneroup IS orgftpizatlQna.njf _, | the 
Allies are working in the same area and' witn tKe same This makes 

the Basils for work rather sraal.! as it is not easy imder the present difficult 
conditions to find competent and courageous men for strategics!. wrJe. Be- 
sides, all nbn-Getmana crossing the border from the Satellites to the Federal 
Tlepublic must be handed over to the nearest Allied authority within a few 
hours. If they are Interesting or competent they hardly get into any con- 
tact with German authorities. Many of them are interrogated and then 
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directly sent off to countries overseas; others are recn^ited for IS- 
cooperation by Allied IS authorities. Only vrortloless indi^duals or 
people having nothing to offer on the IS sector .are- sent to the refugee 
camps. It is our experience that only veiy few co-workers , for the ^ 
German IS can be selected from this contingent. In the same manner the 
most essentia:! contingent on the interrogation sector is lost. 

3.) It is to be expected that in 1953 the IS situation will be even more 

critical. In view of this fact 50/S has initiated the varj.ous measures 
aa indicated in further attachments (Transfer of strategical work to 
Vienna and Berlin, finding legal channels to the Satellite states, 
using the possibilities in the Soviet Occupied Zone of Germany), Never- 
theless It will be necessary in the fut\ire also to get a foothold In 
the Satellites 4 In view of the greater risk agents and ferrying agents 
are running, the amounts to be invested will probably have to be much 
higher than they are today,

The reaction of the Nov, 10 - Nov. 15 East German press to the ) 
Geyer statements on the Gehlen organization was given three-fold out- 
let. 1 — Front-page reports on the. press conference with Geyer and 
reprints of his written declaration; 2 — Reprints of and comments on 
the West German presses reaction to the case; 3 — Editorials, 

Front Page He po rts 

The East German press reported on the press conference held ty 
the GDR government with such headlines as “New Unveilings Of UsA 
Espionage” (1), "USA Espionage Net Unmasked Before Press"(2), “Ageni- 
Branch X/9592 Broken“(3), and others. While most of the East German 
papers confined ‘their reports to quoting Geyer and the chairman of 
.the conference (l - lO), Taegliche Ru nds chau , the Soviet mouthpiece 
jLh.the GDR, said that this press conference gives a “concrete insight" 
Into the criminal activity of those agent-groups . (l) 

The two principal newspapers in the GDR, T aegliche Rund^’j^hau 
Neues L eu tschland . speaking for the East German press, published 
a ^complete reprint of Geyer 's declaration with the following ihtro- 
duction: 

In the American policy of war preparation 
an Inportant position is held by the espionage 
s and sabotage organizations in the countries of'* 

the peace camp. One of tlie most iiqjortant 
espionage organizations supported by the Ame- 
rican CIO is headed by the former fascist Gen. 

Gehlen who closely cooperates idth the Adenauer 
Government in West Germar^y and who keeps several 
branches in West Berlin. ( 4 ) 

The following is the summarized text of Geyer* a declaration; 

I, Hans Joachim Geyer, born June 18, 1901.. 

.«was deputy chief of the espionage agency in 
Vlest Berlin whidi worked under the name ® Branch 
X/9592" and was subordinate to the espionage 
organization of former fascist Wehrmacht Gen. 

Gehlen, until Oct, 29, 1953, under the cover- 
name "Grell : " 

Today I have, .‘.approached the Government 
of the German Doji)ocra tic Republic and requested 
admission to CjPh..yoI wked for this 
espionage orgaai cation because I was told that 
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I was serving the best interests of Germany 
by this.... The chief of this espionage group 
is the former fascist Gen. Gehlen. . . .His 
coworkera are, for instance, the chief of 
the sub-Agency X, Viestphal alias Donner, 
former Luftwaffe It. colonel, and the chief 
of the espionage agency X/8970, Gaertner, 
former Luftwaffe najor. . . .This organization 
turned out to be an espionage organization 
commanded by the Americans and financed from 
Anerican funds. .. .These agencies camouflage 
themselves as harmless business enterprises 
with covemames such as; The Main Adminis- 
tration — • Firm Herzog; the General Agency 
— Firm Hase; the sub-Agency — Firm 
Schloaseb; the Branch X/9592 — Firm Word- 
land^Baulusatrasse 19, Berlih Schoeneberg. 

In recruiting agents In the GDR, spedial 
value is attributed to persohd suck as former' 
officers, big landowners, former members of 
the Gestapo and of the Brandenburg Division, 
former coworkers of the SD, the S3, the 
Waffetv-S5 and coworkera of the former 
fascist OKW general etaff . 

The agents are given the following 
orders: To carry out economic, military, and 
political espionage, espionage of research 
irfork, patents; to procure documents and 
passes to the different plants and insti- 
tutions, identity documents and other identity 
papers of the GDR and other People’s 
Donocracies....In particular agents are 
told to spy on the defense of the transport 
system, especially bridges.. 

...under the cover-name ’Depth and Research* 
there is a plan for infiltratihg agents into 
the countries of the People’s Democracies 
and the USSR, with the aim of disturbing the 
existing friendly relations between them 
and Geimany and provoking another war... 

The technical equipment la of American 
origin... and is made available by the agencies 
of the American secret service.,.. What we did 
was for the American secret service which 
financed this^..wlth American dollars. I 
found that this... was criminal. . .and against 
the German people and my Fatherland. 
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I started hating the Americana and,,, 

' ' uO'’ superiors. I also began comparing the 

situation in West Berlin with the democratic 
sector, . . , 

Finally I arrived at the conviction 
that all actions of this espionage organisation 
were serving the preparation of a new war of 
conquest against the East* • . .Furthermore, 
i. convinced nyself ..*that a number of 
coworkere of the espionage organization are 
prepared to work for other secret services 
tomorrow as they are working for the Americans 
now. ...This was certified by a talk between 
the chief of the espionage agency X/9592, 

Polster alias Paul berg, \d,th the chief of the 
section X/III, Helner Hinge... in which he 
(the former — ed.) said: “It doesn’t mean a 
bit to nis to throw the whole works at your 
feet and to put nye^lf tomorrow, vdth the 
entire agency, at the disposal of another 
secret service which treats and pays us better. 

With you, I’ll always be the sergeant, my 
work doesn’t count because I was not a staff 
officer,”. .. .His personal ambitions went so 
far as to omit to report mishapa (arrests of 
agents) to his superior offioe....To save 
my honor I decided to request admission to 
the GDR...to start a new life, as I.lpve 
peace as all true Germans do«..*I myself 
want to make up by honest and useful work 
for the wrong that I have done by vy 
actlvitlea in the criminal espionage 
organization of Gehlen which is financed 
with American funds and is in American 
ent)loyinsnt. (4) 

The paper further gives an account of questions asked by re* 
porters of different foreign and domestic newspapers and news 
agencies and answers by Geyer, Norden, and the representative of 
the state security secretariat, Col. Borrz&ann. The discussion 
centered around the “success" of the State security agencies in 
smashing espionage and 'sabotage groups in the GDE, and on the 
place of the Americans as the “men in the background. “(4) 

Taegliche Rundechau published the concluding statements of the 
conference chairman, Prof. Norden. In hie statement, Norden referred 
to Churchill’s speech in the House of Commons in which he said that 
”the Soviet Union is not thinking of expanding her power but only of 
inprovlng her population’s living standard.” The same aim applies 
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to his government. Therefore, so Prof. Worden states, his Government 
holds out no dai^er to West Germany but “we ambarrass Adenauer by the 
Ideale of German harmony which we serve, Adenauer, however, does 
not have any ideals to export, therefore he exports crime. “ 

Speaking of the arrests and trials of arsonists and criminals 
sent into the CDR from the West Worden said: .“There is no freedom 
here for American-hired criminals, for murderers, and murder- 
apprentices. Whoever: makes himself an armed tool of the Americans 
lives dangerously for a short time and is then rendered harmless . 
for all time.!‘ 

In conclusion Worden said that “German unity and the peace 
treaty for this unified Germany must be forced Into accomplishment 
in order to eliminate American military and espionage bases in 
Germany. ,Xf our colleagues of the West German and International 
press have the courage to publish what facts they have heard here 
today, they will have rendered the cause of Germany and of peace 
a considerable service. “(1) 

Comments on West German Press Reaction 

Contrary to usual practice tiie East German press devoted 
considerable front-page space to the West Gez*man press's reaction 
to the Gehlen case. Headlining its article “Painful, painful.. 
one paper reprinted part of an article from the Hamburg paper 
Die Welt and cited it as proof of the truthfulness of Ceyer's 
statements. The paper is quoted as saying that "Geyer was 
dispatched to the elite West Berlin Branch after, consultation with 
the Frankfurt district agency of Gehlen." The paper la said to 
have further reported that “orders by the Munich Central Office 
and' instructions for the use of arms and a secret code for use by 
the Gehlen radio transmittera in the Soviet Zone were found in the 
branch office," and that “the chief of the branch was a roan bearing 
the cover-name Paulberg.“(ll) 

The Taegliche Rundschau and other East German papers elaborated 
on the press conference held in Bonn by the chief of the Bonn press 
office, von Eckhardt ( 7 , 12 , 13 > 14 ) j saying that according to Eckhardt, 
Adenauer was doubtlessly informed about the existence of the Gehlen 
organisation. 

The Bonn newsletter Nachrlchten und Informatlonsdlenst of 
Wov« 8 is said to have admitted the existence and aims of this 
espionage organisation “with itqpudenoe and effrontery, “(ll) The 
newsletter is cited as follows: “Only .experts could imagine of 

what service such apparatus could be, once well used. The Gehlen 
organization did extraordinary work durir^ the war. It is to the 
merit of the Americans to have. . .intercepted and preserved this 
organization." Further it quoted the paper as saying “Waturally, 
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■ everybody who is fairly well informed knows that this office .was 
.chiefly composed of SS men during the war. One also knows, however, 
that these circles are willing to serve this (the Adenauer) State, 

And well-informed agencies know, moreover, that the Gehlen 
organization has already rendered valuable services to out > ■ 

present State Administration, "(ll)

•3^0 SSD and LDP news organs enumerated several facts ‘from 
this press conference: namely, that 4,200 man are working for the 
'‘orgaiizationj that the American High Commission is financing the 
group; that in 1950 Gehlen had used 18 million DM, and that 
23 million DM were put at his disposal for the next fiscal year. 

(7,13) 

The UDP voice, headlining its article ‘‘Western Press is 
Shocked,” said that Manrhelmer Mjrgen had not published a line on 
the affair, Tageaspiege l, the paper went on, only reported on an 
“alleged” agent. The RIAS commentator is cited as having said; 

“Ho on© would ' believe ua should we come out with the assurance 
that there are no agents and spies working for the West,” 

Frankfurter Allgeaelne is said to have blamed the Gehlen organization 
for a careless selection of its coworkers. “As usual,” the 
paper concluded, “the Telegraf took the cake when, lacking better 
'ideas, it was of the opinion that Geyer had been an eastern agent 
and had now returned to East Berlin. “(14) 

Ed itor ials 

. Only five papers came out with editorials on the Gehlen case. 
Throughout their editorials, the papers made it a point to call 
upon the population for intensified vigilance and close cooperation 
with the State agencies of security. The papers cited other cases 
in the past where agents and spies were arrested in the GDR. 

Most of the papers used the' occasion to en^^haslze ithe need 
for greater vigilance in all sectors of the econony and State- 
appara tus - (15 , 16 , 17) 

In an (^itorial on the case of a teacher i4io had. picked up 
a food package in West Berlin, another paper stated that “the 
purpose of the ' American *Ald Program* is the recruiting of agents 
for the American undergroxmd war. For this and for the other 
espionage and sabotage actions, the Gehlen spy apparatus, ; .was 
created in West Germany.” (12)

Pankow's announcement on Nov. 9 on the uncovering of a Western > 
spy ring in the GDR and the revelations of Hans joachiin Geyer on the . 
activities of the Gehlen organization in the East 3one have thus far 
attracted comparatively little attention in the West GercfieLn press. 

Most papers confined themselves to publishing factual agency dispatche; 
Reports on the Geyer affair were generally printed in an incon- - 
spicuoue manner. An exception was the Communist press 'which' / 
accorded front-page prominence to the Pankow press oonference. 

Editorial comment was infrequent and far between. 

Most extensive in their news coverage were two Hamburg pub- 
lications, which carried rather exhaustive reports on the ’cirouoi- 
atances that led to Geyer *s escape to East Berlin and the sub- 
eequent announcement by the Pankow government; yet they refrained 
from making any statements that may have been indicative of their 
attitude toward the subject (1,2). * One Berlin paper, which briefly 
reported on the case, referred to Geyer as a **stool pigeon of the 
State Security Service** (3). 

Of the major West German newspapers, only two ' Frankfurt 
papers deemed the Pankow announcement worthy of editorial treat- 
ment. After having dealt with the history and the present 
activities of the Gehlen organization, the pro-SPB Frankfurter 
Rundschau advised the Bonn- government against taking charge of 
This . agency should the U.S. occupation forces release it from 
their jurisdiction after the European Defense Community has come 
ihto effect. It emphasized that, with the normalization* of the 
•political -conditions in the Federal Republic, the **Americans 
•intend to get rid of Gehlen in the most inconspicuous .way possible.*' 

Apart from the fact, it continued, that an incorporation of*Gehlon*a 
organization into the corresponding institution of the Federal Re- 
public would be too costly, it would also not be feasible from a • 
political- point of view. *'The future of this, 'efficient* 
organization concerns all of ue; it ie too serious a matter to be 
left at the discretion of the government alone- It must be borne 
in mind that such an organization may some day defeat, on the *, 
strength of its inherent’ power, all those whose favor It is at 
present seeking. After all, this organization is nothing but the 
product of a totalitarian state; and no one can tell whether it con 
at all be transplanted into a democracy’* (4)- 

The independent Frankfxurter Allgemeine deplored that the Gehlen 
organization had ’’frivolously endangered the lives of innocent 
East Gormans,** although it is generally acknowledged that ‘^exports 
who carefully scrutinize the Soviet-licensed press, monitor East 
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Gorman radio "broadcasts, investigate refugocs, and establish an 
extensive file on the basis of the docuinentary material thus 
gathered are able to form a prociso picture of conditions in the 
Soviet Zono without imperiling innocent people" (5). A rightist 
Nuremberg paper voiced a similar opinion when it said that tho 
"unfortunate" people in tho GDR who worked for the Gohlen '• 
organization out of idealism and patriotic passion have risked 
their livoe for no good cause. -Tho paper blamed tho "inoroaeing 
doterioration and corruption" of the modern intelligonco agencies • 
for the "liquidation of hundreds of people" (6). 

The attitude of the Communist -sponsored press was typically 
roflected in the commentary of tho mouthpiece of former Reich 
Chancellor Wirth, which came out with a vehemont attack on tho 
"disgusting methods" of thio "Amcrican-fineuiocd" Gohlen organization 
The "paper claimed that .the June 1? riots, the ^"notorious" 
activities of the BBJ in Hesse, and the Geyer affair are all. 
indicative of the West^s .intention to "prepare a world war" (7)*

2. At the end of Septeiabor 1953, a propaganda offeneive uae begun 
In the ■ GDR against the activities of Westam IntelUgenoe eervioeeo 
Arrests and sentences were publlshod in the press, on the radio, ant In 
epoeebes, and the "criminal activity* of thsoe so-called agents wan 
forcibly brought to the attention of tbs GDR population. By 1 Bovenber 
19$3, the arrests off 98 Vestsra agents (with names given) were sade 
known. Among tbsm were 14 agents of our ergonlsatien. to ^s 
time, however, this erganiaation was mentioned only incidentally, and 
wae not attacked in propsgende. 

3* the beginning of Kovester, the tolk of the oooosltien 

propaganda offeneiv e dlv ecied against us . The cause of this vas 
tbs ERRARDT ease, in the development of which the opposition was able 
to faring ERHAROT forth at a press ooaference es a poeeoutlon witnsss, 
and as a result of vhlob they oaugbt nuneroue agents in a roll-up. In 
this offensive the opposition brought out flaps whiota had occurred soms 
time ago, and also attributed coiqvooised operations of other services 
to US. Ue were especially accused of sabotage and diversionary aotivlties. 

4« The series of announeementB and publications about this organ- 
isation, which took pleee in the middle of Deoeaber, nuct alec be seen 
in this eonneotlon. This resulted troa a sumstlon and evaluation of a 
mosaic of bits of knowledge vhid) the opposition had eolleoted in the 
eeures of years, ftrea flaps as well as from its esunter-espionage. 

These items ware in part inooireot, Inexact, or obsolete. These publi- 
eatlens had a positive result for us, however, in that the opposition 
had to make known in thia way at least a part of its knowledge, tbarebgr 
making it possible for us to carry througb effective counter- sieaaures 
(e,g., cheeking of case officer personnel).

6, The effeot of the opooaition propaganda on our agente was 
astoniahlnglv alight . The aorale of the agents and their confidence in 
the organisation could, with very few exceptions, not be sh^en. Our 
agents were stuffed, for years by the Soviet Zone boesee with pr^>egaiida 
based on lies, eo this precent action did not nake a convincing Inproe- 
Sion and thus blew up. The SSD's attesqitB to induce all our agents to 
report to then was without suceeas. Opposition clalsis that 91 of our 
agents hod confessed in reiaorse, are Untrue and pure cpportunlatlo 
proieganda. Not a single case of this is known. Also, no objectlvo 
proofs could be given by the Soviet Zone authorltiea. 

7. From the technical IS point of t^ew, the opposition suseeeded 
in 1993 in making some penetrations of our organiBatlon, and in dealing 
us a number of eevere hlowe* Much as deplors the fate of the 
affected agents and their famillee, it must he pointed out that thie 
had to do only vith certain note, and, therefore, our eapionage 
operations in general were la no way. paralysed or deoielvely dlminiehed* 

On the other hand, the penetrations by the opposition should be a force- 
ful warning to txe and a stimulus to leara more from these esperiences 
than before, aM to take mors effective security measuree in the future.

1 b* Ve would also welcome an exchange of knowledge in the radio 
Intercept sphere* Up to now vs have merely delivered our material* and 
have bad ao reaction whatever* It Is particularly necessazy la time of 
crisis that radio interception agencies working In the same area* and per- 
haps on tbs same targets* Usep a close mutual contact* This would un- 
questionably eliminate duplication of effort* and bring a oonslderable rise 
in results* Ve do not plan to dwell on details here* Once a continuing 
contact Is sstabllshsd* cooperative work on details will develop* Tbs 
stress on secrecy* usual in radio intercept ion work* should not hinder this 
cooperation* Security can be achieved through suitable measures to thq 
extent necessary for both agencies* 

c* Operational information has particular value to the collection 
effort In Berlin* The Organization will have operational information 
collected by the Berlin head eiQXinents# and put directly at the disposal of 
the Berlin operational leaders* In order to create a means to exchange 
Information here too* toutual orientation by the head exponents in Berlin 
and a staff member of the BS would be welcomed* Ve request that yon

technical aids* 

Hasaarch (ibrsohung)* recruitment and training of JkifUa is also a 
OY function* They have thalr ovb parsonnel at thair disposal* as veil ae 
radio sohoole vhloh have the n 60 eesax 7 aqulpiaent* It la only in the 
technical leadership hy radio of the radio agent in plaoe that the entire 
organitatlon Boat depend on the central head radio station* The OY is* 
therefore! vlthout any direct effectiveness* Thle situation is In direct 
eontxast to the eyetea in use throughout the organlnatlon* If leadership 
ie decentralised* the aeane of leaderehlp auet also he decentralised* \ 

The centralised radio leadership of the radio agents has already 
led to frlotlon) and above all to delays in the traxuiaieeion of orders 
and of reports* Sf^edy suid siq^le leadership of the radio agents hy the 
GTs through the aedlua of a distant radio station vhieh they do not control* 
Is often impossible* The is^rtant individual approach to different radio 
agents cannot he aalntdned *• In spite of the best intentions and efforts 
of the Central radio station - as It oould be by a tactical leadership and 
support thxou^ the OTs* One central etation* however willing* csuinot 
meet all the wiehee of the (lYe since these repreeent an unbearable burden* 
and will make it difficult to salntain an overall view* and cui orderly 
development of the radio traffic* Tbohnleal rbaeons too require a dlvlelon 
of the work by eeveral baee stations* The various radio agents could be 
watched >y two base stations slnultaneously (OY and Head bat# station}# 

The traffic loct due to technical difficulties (poor sending conditions* 
for Instancs) oould be held to a mlnluon* JJLl of these oonsideiatlons 
argue for the oonstruction of several haee stations and their attachment 
or subordination to the GYs* 1 strong Influenee would* however* be exerted 
on them by the head baee station*

3 * mihOontaots In tha Berlin Area* 

The uprisings on 1? June shoved once more hov Important it is 
that ve have a means of reaching agents in the AsLst Seotor or in the Bast 
Zone near Berlin quickly* Tha beat means for this is a onc*^ay ultra short 
vave contact* In this vay agents could r<«calv6 messages on a normal 
receiving set* viih an ultra short vave attachmsnt, vlthout endangering 
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themoftlvQS In any vay* They might aleo be given an ultra abort wave aot 
made by tha o rganltatlon* In exceptional caaoe where the rlfi':y run by 
the radio agent caji be reduced to on acceptable minimum, a two-yay contact 
couid be coneiderad* 

The expense Involred would not be very great* Two or three roome ^ 
situated in the top flnor of a high building or tower, or the poaelblllty 
to mount a epeclal o^rt wave antenna on the roof of such a structure 
would be necessary# k foiir man team would eufflce for the present# Oettlng 
the necessary equlpiMut would present no problem* These ultra short wave 
stations could also be used for abort wave monitoring* This type of etatloa 
was sorely missed on 1? June* The ultra short wave traffic of the XVP. of 
the Soviet Amy \mits converging on Berlin, and of the stats police, could 
all have been easily monitored* On top of this* such a station in Berlin 
could have monitored ultra short wave traffic of the Soviet air units 
which canxsot be heard in Vest Oermany* The organlxatlon would be partlcu^ 
larly grateful for eupport In this matter* Our use of T7*S* facilities 
could be profitable If we oould use them to cover the operation of our own 
instrument* The Project •UW - Bave Station In Berlin** is veiy high 
prlorlty'and requires basic preparations which require time* Jbr this 
reason we suggest a start as soon as possible with two or three people* 

4* Use of fiadlo Stations to Send Messages to Agents* 

Sending see sages to agents through regular radio stations Is a 
method used by the Allies and the Oermans before and duri^ the war* In 
many cases this method was used with considerable, success* Various obee^ 
rations lead ua to the conclusion that the Soviets are makHog use of this 
method on a large scale* 

la this case* as in the case of short wave radio* we believe that 
an Intelligence service met utilise all posslbilltlest and in particular 
those which have been proveu of value over the years* 

The Oenoan radio etatlons are unfortunately not arallable to us 
at present* BIAS, Berlin is the station best suited for our purpose* Ve 
should tcy this method* even If only with one agent*

1, ZIPPffi' political I'eporting is certainJ.y the T.iost controversial aspect of 
the Geriaan effort. V/ithiu both the ZIPPER and POIB staffs the ZIPPER effort in this 
field has been the subject of continuing debate at both working and top echelons* 

2 * Several yeai^s ago v/hen we first gave this problem our attention, it appeea’ed 
to be reasonably imcomplicated. Tlie ZTITER field agencies were preoccupied with the 
production of inforc\atiou for our lailitary customers and had not been subjected to 
any pf essiu*e to produce political intelligence of the' type which is s-tock-in- trade 
for CIC/Berlin. At the beadquartora staff level, ix)litical information liras processed 
in the CI/CE office which considered ]^olitical information only as an iutegi'al 
eleraent of the CI/CB product. The only p^olitical effort in the evaluation staff 
dealt \ritU the analysis of higli-level said almost entirely overt riiatoried on the USSR 
vdiich vras carried out by BRAKUTIGAM, nox/ head of the Eastern Section in the Foreign 
Office, or by former Ambassador von who v;as eventxially dropped by 

frora his consultant status becaxiee of non-authorized political activity. ©I^LAUSHER, 
ZIH®’s CE chief, is still responsible for passing political x'equirejaents to the 
field* Because he tends +x> handle these as an element of his CI/CE effort, and 
because he does not have much stature id.th the ZIPPJiH field agencies, political 
information requirements have never been accorded any priority in the collection 
field. 



3« Our insistence that ZIPPER establish a more systematic avalutition procedure 
resulted In the establishment of a political evaluation group at the time that 
©HUHDAHL became chief of evaluation and Dr. Gtto DRAEUTIGAM left ZIPPliR for his 
present Bonn post. GKIaAUSWER has managed to retain most of Ixis authority and the 
respective responsibilities of the CE and evaluation* staffs reioaln unclarified. 
Uebersicht is the product of an ad hoc oominittao vdth representation from all ZIPPER 
staffs vdiich can in any v;ay contribiitej normal staff <ii‘i*angeinents remain almost as 
unsatisfactory as heretofore. 



4 . UTILITY has never shown any intei’sst in resolving this problem. *lle does 
not believe that the ZIPPMi field agencies, i.e., V^s**, lend themselves to this 

tyjie of oolJLection. In fact, I am convinced that UTILITY

This practice produced considerable 
friction aiid eventually strone^ supported by ©HiilRDAHL and probably l-y 

i:^G:.AUSrniin, persuaded UTILITY that ®BHIir«^t\teTial should be integrated \d.th 2iIPPER 
information by the ZIPPER evaluation staff. -These reports, vdth special red-stripe 
markings and classified in accordance v/ith UPGR0I-/TH secui'i ty regulations, ai'e now 
received by €!HuIlDAHL. However, neither he nor (t)Kul2flNE*s operational staff are given 
source inforfiatlon on these reports., In Oamidry 1954^ one of these original ”red- 
stripe” reports came by accident to me, I utilized this incident to talce issue vrith 
UTTXITI on this entja**e ])rocedure charging that UTILITY was morally obligated to 
provide IHIBARJC with any and all intelligence information on the Soviet Bloc, including 
the GDR, that come to hijn through operations controlled by him regai'dlees of the 
origin of the funds involved. Since that time, OJHIiJlDAHL has been instructed by 
UTILITY to prepare carbon copies of those reports which l)e feels are of interest to 
KUBAIUC, and to forv/ard these copies to UTILITY for concm'reuce and transnd.ssion t.o 
us. Off the record, GJITIRDAHL told me that he has been receiving U,7DUSK material on 
the Soviet Bloc, including the GUR, since the first of the year and has, with few 
exceptions, found these reports to be general i\i character and of little or no value, 
particularly since he has no access to soiu’ca data. • 

5. The POB staff has noted a grad^iol, if sma31, improvement in ZIPPER politicai 
rep/ortLng during the past year and does not feel that axyy change In oui’ pre&s\it 
procedure for disseminating political >JGKs is indicated. It is extrejaely important 
tlial*. political reiiOTts originating ^dth the UJBUSI? operation be considered as a 
distinct and separate problem. Although we initially disseoiinated several of these 
reports passed povsonaU.y by UTILITY, we nov; simp ly accept and foi-waivl them ao ravr 
material froLi \'incontr oiled somces, i.e*, BMB* 

6. Unfortunately UTILITY occasionally confuses the situation by taldng a 
regular ZIPPi3l source report, out of the ZIPP® inill and passing it to us v/lth vague 
reference to ”one of my own so'orces.” 

*1 7. 1/e have never been aW.e to fathom wliat subtle purposes UTILITY may have in 

roind by his repeated and unprovoked assertions that there exists an unbridgeable gap 
beti/een his and the ICUBAHK concept of political intelligence. He lias repeatedly 
stated that worthwhile }>olitl,cal i^itelllgence can only come from high-level sources 
and that high-level sources are so sensitive that tliey cannot safely bo IdentJ.fied 
beyond the iimnadlute agent-handling echelon. Follo^viug hie proyiooel rogording 
coverage of the Geneva Conference v^FULL 7554) ^ 1 expi’eased to UTILITY oiu* feeling 
that most of his so-called politics]. rej-x>rts were in content so general and wJ.tli 
regard to soui'ce so vague that no responsible intelligence agency could dlsseiiiinate 
them to a customer. I referred Ul’lLI'iY to several specific reports, including tho 
famous rod striped one (EGLA 7201) of January 1954^ suggesting that the coutemts 
couJd have been tho result of an educat/od guess produced by eny compet^sut student of 
3ovj.et foreign policy and tliat the value of subject report was related solely to tho 
position of the souice. To oiiiphasise this I asked UTILIIY to aasuwe tliat hiw 
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offipe was .a political target of a foreign service and tljat a soLu^ce, described as 
“Pullacli source,** provided a report describing^! general terms UTILITIES thinldng 
on the question of ZIPPER legal ization i n including his personal views 

regarding the relations betvreen.HHBBI the three Allied governments on this 
pai^ticular issue. If the source were identified, for example, as ©HARTWIG, UTII|ITY*s 
closest elide and coirfidant, even a generalized report would have value, llovmyer, if 
the source, were any one of the several hundred individuals in the Kqs, who imve no 
access to either UTILITY personally or to his files, it would be raost difficult to 
accept such a report.. Yet this is precisely the responsibility that UTILITY expects 
us to assume in accepting most of his so-called political reports from high-level 
. sources. UTILITY aclcnov/ledged that oiu position was not entirely vrlthout merit and 
immediately retreated into his old aa'gument that there was simply a difference in 
philosophies which had not been resolved. 

8, Tl’om the above, \rhich is admittedly a very superficial analysis of a 
complicated problem, the inescapable fact remains that the UTILITI/ZlPPER/BHBf 
’ complex can hardly be considered v/ell-equipped to produce for KUB/iRIC useful politi- 
cal intelligence. At the same time, we feel -tii at there io vex-y. little to be gained 
by passing on to UTILITY ev^uaticns of the type contained in BGLW 601. FOB staff 
members vrho have studied of this particiolar Karlshorst report 

are in full agreement with ^mi^but are divided on their views regarding the 
advisability of passing to UTILITY this type of evaluation which, if one admits to 
the errors and/or discrepancies which v/ere noted at the time the report was made, 
is fairly hypothetical and not based upon inescapable logic, I feel that we should 
indulge in this tyi^e of analysis for our own purposes and to build up airanuni'tlon 
but should not pass it on to UTILITY unless we have a fairly strong case indicating 
deception and/or fabrication. Mb should continue to 'urge ZIPPER to produce a raore 
substantive type of political reporting which vdll lend Itself to more concrete 
evaluations on our part. On the worlcing level, we will Increase oxcc limned iate 
scrutiny of individual reports particular sources and, where possible, restate 
:our specific interests in individual targets . We \TiH try to sharpen further ZIPPER 
awareness of reporting techniques such as the frequently far-fetched **flel( ^ commen tg/^ 
Goncwrently we will continue to exercise pressure on U'flLITY to bring his IHHf/ 
•ZIPPJilR house in order and to create ZIPPER procedures for handling political Infor- 
imation, including more eysteinatic examination of both source and content data. Then 
later this svmmer it will again be time to re-evaluate what we are receiving and 
\djether any improvement has been made.
